Sometimes this 
may be proper, but often it may find 
women totally unprepared for men 
visitors; yet the 
officer's , duty 
is 


such that no matter what: state of 
dress or undress the woman may be 
in they must keep her under person- 
al observation. If they trusted her 
to get ready behind closed doors she 
might succeed in making her escape; 
she might attempt self-destruction; 
she might destroy evidence, 
she 


might signal confederates. The wo- 
men have sometimes escaped when 
officers 
have 
been 
considerate 


enough to withdraw. 


Any policewoman who makes good 


must have the confidence and co-op- 
eration of the men in the 
depart- 


ment. Without this her work would 
be superficial and hampered. 


The social work of the policewo- 


man was discussed by Mrs. Charles 
Carroll Brown of Indianapolis, win 
said: 
' 


"Gradually through many years 


has the wisdom and necessity for 
having women work for women come 
about. It is not simply women under- 
stand some situations bettfir 
than 


men can, but it is especially their 
province to "mother" something or 
somebody. 


"The word "mother" is used ad- 


visedly for it in this quality of feel- 
ing and thought which is.necessary 
to success in dealing with offenders 
against society and it is this quality 
which transforms this work, colored 
by the old meaning of "police" with 
its suggestion of law and punish- 
ment, into social work, it may be of 
the highest order."

Xo name is 
more inseparately 


linked with Richmond, Ind., than 
that of Robert Morrison, one of its 
first settlers and the first of a long 
line who have by their benefactions 
made Richmond a Hoosier "Athens." 
•Morrison was of 
North 
Carolina 


stock, having been born in that state 
October 19, 1876. In 1810 he came 
to Wayne county, Ind., and settled 
near Richmond. 


Morrison reached Indiana 
when 


the high tide of commerce was set- 
ting in and was-swept with it' to 
what wa.s considered a 
fortune in 


those eady days, when the Rich- 
mond banking system was organized 
Morrison bought one-third -of 
fh't 


stock in the Citizens' Bank and be- 
came connected with the Richmonc 
branch of the State bank. 


It was in his 'benefactions that 


Morrison left the most lasting mem- 
ory, 'During the Civil war he gave 
much to relieve the suffering of war 
orphans and widows. 
He 
erected 


and gave to the city of Richmond its 
first library at a cost 
of $20,000. 


This library merged with the town- 
ship library 
and 
with 
additions 


forms the present city library. Mor- 
rison died 'September 12, 1855. 


Edmund Otis Hovey 


One of the purest strains of New 


England stock came to Indiana 
in 


Edmund Otis Hovey, early Indiana 
minister and educator. 
Hovey was 


bonn in Hanover, N. H., July 15, 
1801, and was a descendant of Dan- 
iel Hovey, English immigrant 
who 


settled at Ipswich, Mass., in 1835. 


Hovey was one of the eleven mem- 


bers of the class of 1828 of Dart- 
mouth that came west. Before leav- 
ing Hanover he was ordained as' a 
Presbyterian minister. 
In 1831 he. 


with his young wife, made the trip 
of two thousand miles by boat, wa- 
gon and ox cart. Settling in Foun- 
tain county he engaged in mission- 
ary work, the organizing of churches 
and the aiding of schools and news- 
papers. 


In 1832 he assisted in the found- 


ing of Wa'bash college and became 
its eastern financial agent. In 1834 
became a member of the faculty and 
for 41 years was professor of geo- 
logy. He died in 1877.
